ADVANGE. M GALICIA 


PETROGRAD, Jan. 4—It ia reported 
that the Austrians and Germans have 
evacuated Czernowits, the capital of the 
Austrian crown land of Bukowing. In 
the great offensive movement recently 
launched by the Russian army the south- 
ern wing has swept back across the 
Dneister river. :

prevents the Austro-Germans from using 
the Czernowits-Zale §gcsyky railroad, 
the chief means of on be- 
tween Bukowina and castern Galicia, 
where the Russians also are advancing. 


May Open Wax to Roumania. 

The renewal of the Ruséian invasion of 
Dukowina holds special importamece, ac- 
cording to military experts here. If the 
Russians establish themselves firmly in 
Czuernowitz it will give them « strong 
foothold in the center of Bukowina and 
of the railways into Roumania. 


| Theeffect would have important 

on the situation in the — 
would enable Russia and its allies to 
make a more tangible bid for the active 
support of Roumania by promising Buko- 
wine to Roumania if it shall declare war 
on Austria-Hungary. 


Means Menace to Bulgaria. 

With Bukowina in Russian hands Rou- 
mania’s northern boundary would be 
amply protected against Austrian attack 
and it would be free to drive its armies 
into Transylvania, the Hungarian prov- 
ince which Roumania always has cov- 
ted. Another phase of the situation 
would be that with Russia and Roumania 
coéperating in the fleld the wey would 
be open for the armies of one or both to 
strike at Bulgaria. 

Aside from the advance against Czer- 
nowitz and Bukowina, the Russian forces 
are striking hard all along a battle front 
of more than 200 miles in the Russian 
province of Volhynia and in eastern 
Galicia. 

Russians Roll Back Teutons. 

Between the Sereth anc Strypa rivers 
in Galicia the Russians have thrown the 
Austr0-Germans back, in some places 
from fifteen to seventeen miles, and are 
fortifying the newly acquired territory. 

By holding the Teutonic forces on the 
line of Viadimir-Volynski, on the Gall- 
clan frontier, while fortifying and presa- 
ing forward at some points, the Russians 
have checked the German attempt to ad- 
vance from the direction of Kolki 
The fact that the Russians are advanc- 
ing along the Kovel-Rovno railway is held 
by military men to be of great importance, 


since it indicates a concentration with a | — 


view of taking Kovel, an important point 
of communication between the German 
and Austrian fronts. In order to relieve 
the pressure on the Kovel-Sarn, line the 
Teutons counter attacked southwest of 
Kolki, but without result. ' 
Russian Official Statement. 

The official communication from general 
headquarters issued aor reads as fol- 
lows:

The great orders given by the army de- 
partments and paid for in cash soon 
had an excellent effect on the general 
situation. converting the large stocks of 
industry and trade into money. Firms 
which previous to the war were indebted 
to the banks for sums up to five, ten and 
more nillion marks soon had similar high 
cash balarices at their disposal, 

In Germany the credit banks have at 
no time, not even on the days before and 
after the outbreak of the war, when 
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great excitement prevailed — 


interrupted their activity; they have sat- 
isfied without the least restriction all 
claims for repayments of funds, they have 
not forced any one of their debtors to set- 
tle tnor accounts; on the contrary, they 
willingly granted new ‘credits which, for 
the mest part, however, have meanwhile 
been refunded. 

The capacity of the banks is evidenced 
by the fact that the Dresdner bank (t. 1) 
had already fully paid up at the date of 
the first instalment the total amount of 
750,000 000 marks subscribed for by its 
clients in the third war loan, after hav- 
ing paid for approximately the equal 
amount in the preceding two war loans. 

Reichsbank Saved Situation. 

Paramount to the banks and center of 
the money market was the reichsbank, 
which under the management of its gen- 
fal president, Mr. Havenstein, mastered 
all difficulties and which not only satis- 
fied during the firet weeks all the require- 
ments of the empire but also provided in 
the most liberal way possible for the mon- 
mary demands of trade.

The fact that notwithstanding thie the 
number ‘of failures did not increase, but 
en the contrary decreased considerably 
(3,428 in the first half year of 1915, as com- 
pared with 6,204 during the first half year 
of 1914), clearly demonstrates the soll- 
darity of the German state of affairs. 

So the banks are continually receiving 
new deposits, the money merket continu- 
ally showing an easiness rarely wit- 
nessed before in Germany, and in conse- 
quence money is more plentiful and cheap 
than even in England. Whereas in Lon- 
don the private discount rate je quoted at 
present at 5% per cent, the rate in Ger- 
many is lower by nearly 2 per cent, being 
quoted at about 3% per cent only. 

From thw low level of rates resulted, 
however, the fact that for the funds ac- 
cumulated in the banks, on which 1% per 
cent only could be allowed, other invest- 
ments were looked for. No better could 
be found than the three wer loans, yield- 
ing interest at 5 per cent. So the profits 
obtained from industrial and commercial 
enterprise, the soldiers’ savings on their 
pay, and all the many kinds of savings, 
and earnings of the ae were available 
for the war loans. 1 


Loans a Brilliant Success. 
Well known is their brilliant success, 
which was due to the organisation, the 
capacity, and patriotism of the popula- 
tion. More than 25,600,000,000 marks have 
up to now been paid up. The German 
empire has thus met the war expenses for 
the time past and some time to come by 
loans instead of by short credits. 

The prices at which the German war 
loans could be issued (the first one at 
97% the second one at 98}, the third one 
at 90 per cent) not only demonstrate the 
popularity of the loans but also the 
wealth of the German nation and the 
confidence with which it is looking for- 
ward to the war's issue, a confidence 


since the outbreak of the war had been 
adjourned. Although bonds and shares 
were not officially quoted, lively business 
took place, leading temporarily to such 
a boom in industrial shares, particularly 
| those of the war industry, that the au- 
thorities repeatedly had to interfere and 
even to threaten the closing of the bourse 
buildings. For the foregoing reasons no 
minimum prices whatever had to be fixed, 
as was the caseip England.

G. H. F. writes: Have you ever writ- 
ten on the importance (or insignifieance, 
as the case may be) of hygienically clean 
carpets and rugs? With two babies in the 
house, who roll on the floor a good deal, 
the gubject is on my mind. 

Ik curtains, draperies, and bedclothes 
and the like need to be washed frequently, 
what about rugs and carpets? They would 
seem to be exposed to almost every kind 
of contamination, from that tracked in 
out of the street by both humans and 
cate and dogs, to that from the coughing, 
sneezing, etc., of influenza, cold, and in- 
cipient pneumonia victims. Dining room 
floor coverings hold decaying food par- 
ticles, and 80 on.

The honor followed what was known as 
the Virginius incident. The Virginius was 
a filibustering stearnship engaged in bolp- 
ing the Cuban insurgents when captured 
by Spanish men of war. There were 4 
large number of Englishmen and Amer- 
loans on board the Virginius, some mere- 
ly aa passengers, who knew nothing of 
the ship's true character, 

The Spaniards were indulging in a 
wholesalk execution of the American and 
Englieh people on board, when Sir Lamb- 
ton Loraine entered the port of Havana, 
in command of the British warship Niobe, 
and threatened to blow every Spanish 
gunboat. and vessel then in Havana her- 
bor to pleces if any more were executed. 
The butchery was at once suspended, and 
for thus saving the lives of the survivors 
Sir Lambton received the freedom of the 
city of New York and a pure gold brick 
from the miners of Montana. I under- 
stand from friends in Havana that it is 

to give his name to a street in 
that daa utiful city. 

Sir Lambton is head of one of the most 
ancient houses in England, his baronetcy 
dating from the reign of Charles I., and be 
claims descent from Robert de Loraine, 
who was one of the companions in arms 
of William the Conqueror at the battle 
ef Hastings, as shown by the roll of Bat- 
tle Abbey. Robert de Loraine received 
extensive lands in Northumberland and 
Durham from the conqueror, as recorded 
in Doomsday book, and the family sur- 
fered greatly at the hands of Oliver Crom- 
well’s parliamentarians for their fidelity 
to the royalist cause. 

Sir Lambton {is now quite an old man, 
being in his eth year. 

He com- 
manded the bombardment of Omoa castle, 
Honduras, in 1873. and during the reign 
of Kdward VII. was chairman of that 
committee of the baronetage which did 
so much to put the dignity of the latter 
upon a proper footing and to secure the 
intervention of the government against’ 
the usurpation of the honor by bogus 
baronets, Eleventh baronet of his line, 
he has a son named Percy to succeed to 

hie honors and estates. He divides his 
time between hie place at Ipswich and 
his London home, 7 Montagu square W.

She was immediately arrested. De 
Choiseul declined to prosecute her for at- 
tempted murder, treating her attemp? 
on his lite as ridiculous. He did, however, 
proceed against her for blackmail and 
she was sentenced on this charge to a 
term of several years’ imprisonment with 


hard labor. 


The Count de Chojseul, who leaves no 
children by elther of his two marriages, 
was a younger son of that Duke Theo- 
bald de Choigeul-Praslin, who murdered 
his wife at Paris in 1847 in such a shock- 
ing fashion in consequence of his infatus- 
tion for the lovely governess of his chil- 
. whom Count Horace was the 
fa te pupil. The governess, perfectly 
innocent of any complicity in the affair, 
came immediately afterwards to America, 
married tre Rev. Dr. Henry Field of New 
York, and lies buried in Woodlawn ceme- 
tery, near New York. 

The duke, whose guilt was prove⸗ 
among other things by the fact that hair 
torn from his head was found clutched 
in the hands of the murdered duchess,

Calls for Report from Clinnin.

„The council,” he continued, has the 
right to carry on inquiries in so far as 
they pertain to the manner in which the 
public money is being expended or to in- 
vestigate when such an investigation is 
necessary for intelligent legislation. But 
the right is an implied one I have read 
into the law. I term such investigations 
voluntary investigations at best.“ 

Later the mayor interrupted the dis-

This is now directly true as 
the first principle of administration in the 
case of 17,000 insane patients for which 
the state of Illinois is responsible. | 

This was the announcement of Gov. 
Dunne last night after a trip tnrough the 
Chicago state hospital—late the Cook 
county insane asylum at Dunning—mark- 
ing, as the state administranon believes 
it to be, the greatest forward step that 
has been taken in the conduct of the state 
charitable institutions. 


Strike Off Last Shackle. 

The policy, directed by the state board 
of administration, largely through the 
recommendation of Dr. George A. Zeller, 
has been extended to all of the insane hos- 
pitals, and New Year's day, according to 
Gov. Dunne, recorded the striking of the 
laat ehackle from the limbs of the oldest 
and worst patient. 

The governor made a personal inepec- 
tion trip of the state institutions located 
in Chicago and the immediate vicinity. 
He had visited the insane hospital at

It is no longer suitable as 
sandwich filling and needs heating in 
some way to have quality restored. One 
way of utilizing leftover chicken sand- 
wiches as a whole is to dip them in egg and 
milk and fry them like French toast, but 
the chicken might be taken out and deviled 
in the chafing dish or frying pan and 
served so as to seem more like a substan- 
tial part of a supper.
